Waste Minimization Plan

As defined in 40 CFR 262.56; Large Quantity Generators (LQG) are required to
provide a description of the efforts taken to reduce the volume and toxicity of waste
generated throughout the year. LQG are also required to show a comparison from
previous years to progress being made in this direction.

US Ecology - Chicago is a Transfer, Storage and Disposal Facility of Hazardous Waste.
Due to the nature of our business model and manifesting requirements, all waste
taken into the facility for treatment is also taken under ownership by US Ecology thus
making the facility a LQG. The “product” that US Ecology sells to its customers is the
treatment and disposal of Hazardous Waste; therefore, reducing the volume of the
generation of waste is counterproductive to our business success.
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US Ecology - Chicago has bought the facility and rights to the federal and state Delist
permits obtained originally by Envirite Corporation. The De-list permit enables the
company to take in Hazardous waste, treat it with compatible, wastes and reagents to
bring it down to acceptable levels of specific pollutants for proper disposal into
general purpose landfills. The toxicity of the hazardous waste is rendered chemically
inert and therefore the hazard is removed. This is standard operating procedure for
all waste that the facility to capable of treating in accordance with the RCRA Part A
and B Permit. There are occasions where the facility is unable to treat a waste stream
due to the chemicals’ strength or restrictions from the permit. These wastes are
shipped to sister facilities where they can be treated or disposed of in the proper
methods required by law. The vast majority of waste leaving the facility has been De-
listed and the toxicity rendered inert thus making efforts to further reduce the
toxicity pointless.
